Keeping his 
head motionless made it possible for Waner to keep the ball in view 
until the bat w ent forward. 
George Sisler and Rogers Hornsby, two of the greatest hitters 
and teachers of hitting, feel th at one of the main factors in batting 
success is just to keep your eyes on the ball and then to put your 
bat on it. Most players who strike out frequently take their eyes 
off the ball. If they saw the ball as it neared the plate, they would 
hit it. In fact, Hornsby discovered that when he w ent into a slump 
it was because he w as taking his eyes off the ball. He corrected 
this fault by bunting, following the ball w ith his eyes and sticking 
the b at out to meet it as a player would stick out his hand to catch 
the ball.
